TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


A Report That Mills Will Antagonize the 
Committes 


WH A BILL OF HIS OWN MAKE. 


Secretary Foster Called Before the 
Committee 


TO EXPLAIN THE NEEDS OF THE PUBLIC. 


The National Convention~The Latest from 
Chile—Other Gossip from the 
Nation’s Capital. 


WASHINGTON, January 22.—[Special.]—It 
has been currently reported for several days 
that Mr. Mills proposes to antagonize the com- 
mittee on ways and means, if they decide to 
report several bills dealing with the tariff in 
detail, item by item separately, and that he 
will offer asa substitute for the first of such 
bills reported, a general and radical bill 
making a complete revision of the tariff laws. 
Some such a suggestion was made soon after 
the committee were announced, and it was 
found that he was not on the ways and means 
committee, but it was then undeistood that he 
would not lend his name to such a move. 

How to Attack the Bill. 

It is now suspected, that his object in de- 
clining to serve as assigned is to leave himself 
more free to organize the opposition move- 
ment. As a matter of fact, it is not altogether 
certain now how the McKinley law will be 
attacked, the only certainty being that it will 
be attacked and attacked vigorously. A 
change of programme at first decided on by 
the democratic leaders of passing separate 
bills, placing raw materials on the free list 
may be made necessary by the condition of the 
national finances. The last congress not only 
increased daties, but reduced the revenue, and 
increased the expenditures, so that every 
cent of the revenue must be got from elsewhere 
to give the chance for the reductions de- 
sired. This may be possible only in a 
general tariff bill, which will thoroughly re- 
vise and readjust the tariff schedules, increas- 
ing the revenues by encouraging a certain 
character of importation by a reduced duty to 
produce a greater revenue, while admitting 
raw materials of certain sorts free of duty to 
cheapen the commodities in common con- 
sumption. If the revenues of the government 
are not now enough for ordinary expenditures, 
a bill dealing with the single item of wool, 
and putting that on the free list would ent down 
those revenues by just so much as the wool 
duties now produce, and so with the free list 
without other revision of the tariff. A reduction 
of duties may increase the revenues by en- 
couraging greater importation, butin addition 
to the free list alone merely cuts off so much 
revenue. 

The Trouble in the Way. 

This is the trouble in the way of Mr. Spring- 
er’s plan. It may be found impracticable, 
uider existing cifcanistances. “The object of 
the democrats in calling Secretary Foster be- 
fore the committee on ways and means next 
Saturday is to ascertain the condition of the 
treasury, and by it test this question. 

The truth about the government finances 
will come out at this hearing, as the secretary 
will be confronted by the necessity of acknowl- 
edging itif the revenues are short of the ex- 
penditures, or else of suffering a still further 
reduction of the income of the government. 
If he shows that the government economically 
administered will have plenty of money, Mr. 
Springer’s plan for enlarging the free list may 
be followed. If, on the contrary, as the demo- 
crats believe to be the case, he shows that the 
expenditures are in excess of the revenues, it 
is probable that a complete revision Of the tar- 
iff will be undertaken. 

Will Do as He Sees Fit. 

Representative Mills was asked tonight if it 
was true that he intended to push a general 


. revision of the tariff in opposition to the plan 


proposed by the ways and means committee. 
Mr. Mills replied that he was but one congress- 
man in the house, and represented his constitu- 
ents, to wliom, and not to‘anybody else, he was 
responsible. He proposed, he said, in so faras 
he was able to see, that the democratic party 
fullfilled the pledges it made when it 
went to the people in the last 
slection. He reserved the right to move 
to amend any bill he saw fit. whether that bill 
is introduced by Mr. Springer or anybody else. 

“If tariff bills are introduced,” he said, 


“and they do not agree with my idea of 


democracy, I liave the right, as has any other 
member of congress, to offersuch amendments 
as I see fit, and that right I will certainly ex- 
ercise.’’ 

When asked point blank-whether he would 
insist on a general revision of the tariff as 
against the introduction of bills relating to 
Bpecitic articles, Mr. Mills declined to say, 
merely replying with emphasis that he would 
offer amendments as he saw fit. 

The Selection of Chicago. 

The selection of Chicago for holding the 
national democratic convention was a decided 
victory for the Hill-Gorman people. The 
Cleveland people were for either Milwaukee 
or Detroit. Senator Vilas, Mr. Cleveland's 
©x-secretary of the interior, worked hard for 
Milwaukee, but the fact that Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Gorman thought Chicago was neutral 
ground, and therefore the best, led to its se- 
lection. 

The Cleveland people are in rather high 
glee, however, over the action of Pennsyl- 
Vania in speaking out for their idol, but there 
Will be a decided change very soon. The New 
York democratic executive committee meets 
on Tuesday next to select a time and place for 
holding the state convention to elect delegates 
tothe Chicago convention. The convention 
will be called early. The date will be Feb- 
ruary 22d, and that convention will select a 
Hill delegation to the national convention. 

The Call for the Convention. 

The national democratic committee today is- 
sued this call: 

The national democratic committee, at a meet- 
ing held this day, in the city of Washington, D. 
C., has appointed Tuesday, the 2ist day of June, 
1892, as the time, and chosen the city of Chicago 
as the place for holding the national democratic 
convention. Each state is entitled to representa- 
tion therein equal to double the number of repre- 
sentation to whichit is entitled in the electoral 
college,and each territory and the District of 
Columbia shall have two delegates. All demo- 
cratic conservative citizens of the United States, 
irrespective of the past political association and 
differences, who can unite with us in an effort for 
pure, economical and constitutional government 
are cordially invited to join us in sending dele- 
&ates to the convention.

Thej{president absolutely refused to recall 
Minister Egan, who has been a thorn in the 
side of the United States during the entire 
controversy, and who, in a large measure, is 
responsibie for the present grave state of af- 
fairs. Mr. Harrison asserts that he is entirely 
satisfied with Egan's course. It can be stated, 
however, that when the correspondence is 
analyzed by the house, ifit is found that Egan 
was at fault, it is probable that measures will 
be taken to demand his removal.

WASHINGTON, January 22.—[Special.]—The 
prevailing opinion here tonight is that the 
president will appoint Attorney General Miller 
to succeed the late Justice Bradley. Ex-Sena- 
tor Edmunds, of Vermont, is considered a pos- 
sible selection. However, should the appoint- 
ment go to Justice Bradley’s circuit, compris- 
ing Pennsylvania, Delaware and New Jersey, 
Chief Justice Baxton and Judge Mitchell, of 
he supreme court of Pennsylvania, are prom i- 
tently mentioned.

AROUND THE COFFIN. 


The Royal Family Visit the Memorial 
Chapel. 

LONDON, January 22.—The prince of Wales 
passed several hours at Mar)borough house to- 
day and returned to Windsor castle this even- 
ingin time to attend private service in St. 
George’s chapel, at which all of the members 
of his family and those of the dukes of Fife 
and Teck were present. After the service, all 
proceeded to the memorial chapel. It was the 
tinal family gathering around the coffin 
of the duke ot Clarence. No other 
person was allowed to be present, even inti- 
mate friends and. members of the household 
being excluded. The duke and duchess of 
Teck and their sons and daughter, Princess 
May, immediately afterwards left for Rich- 
mond by a night train. The princeaf Wales 
and family will return to Sandringham hall 
tomorrow. 

During the prince of Wales’s short stay in 
town today fre saw several intimate friends. 
Alluding to the suggestion that the money sub- 
scribed for the wedding presents to Princess 
May be made the nucleus of a national pen- 
sion, he said that propposition could not pos- 
sibly be jataraiaed. Being thus disapproved, 
nothing more will be heard of the proposition. 

The entourage of the prince now favor the 
idea ofsubmitting to Princess May what may 
be done with the money in the way of the 
creation of a charity as a memorial to the duke 
of Clarence. 

Kmperor William Criticised. 

The neglect of the German kaiser to observe 
respect due to the duke of Clarence is resented 
here in court circles. The emperor went ona 
shooting excursion to Buchsburg, on the eve 
of the duke’s death, although he had been ap- 

rised that his condition was desperate. 

ven after receiving the telegram announcing 
the duke’s death he continued his sport, and 
had another day’s shooting, returning to Berlin 
on Friday evening. And instead of immedi- 
ately hastening to express his condolence the 
emperor did not call on the British ambassa- 
Finally the near- 
ness of relationship justified the court here in 
expecting that the emperor would order 
mourning for three weeks instead of for only 
ten days. 

The ex-empress is believed to have written 
to a personage inthe English court that she 
also had cause to complain, as the emperor did 
not call upon her as custom and duty dictated 
until the third day after the duke of Clarence’s 
death. The best interpretation put on the 
behavior of the emperor is that he had a fit of 
eccentric humor, such as now frequently oc- 
curs, and that he allowed his latent ill will 
towards the prince of Wales to display itself. 

Prince George of Wales, instead of leaving 
the navy, as it was reported he would do, is 
likely to be promoted to the command of the 
queen’s yacht, Victoria and Albert, and after 
a short interval will become rear admiral. 

May Must Mourn Five Years. 

Researches for a precedent enabling Prince 
George to marry the Princess May have dis- 
closed the fact thatit is the rule that in the 
event of the death of her betrothed, the royal 
princess must wait five years before becoming 
again betrothed. a

THE NEW YORK LIFE. 


Examination of Its Affairs by the New 
York Department, 


AGENTS HEAVILY  OVERDRAWN, 


Amounting to Over a Million and @ 
Half Dollars. 


SUPERINTENDENT PIERCE'S REPORT, 


He Says the Management Has Been Guilty 
of Gross Neglect—The Remedy by 4 
Process of Law. 


New York, January 22.—The report of the 
New York insurance department which has 
been making an exhaustive examination of thé 
New York Life Insurance Company since 1891. 
was filed today. The examination shows that 


the company had assets of $120,710,691 on © 


June 30, 1891,the date chosen by the examiner, 
and a surplus of $14,708,676, the latter item 
divided as follows: On general account, 
$6,038,136; on tontine accumulations, $8,670,- 
539. 

The examination of the company grew out 
of charges of reckless management and cor- 
rupt extravagance and fraudulent practices 
made against the officers and trustees, particu 
larly against the president, William H. Beers, 

The charges were made upon’ the responsi- 
bility of the then cashier, Mr. Theodore M, 
Banta. Banta’s charges were originally made 
four years ago, and an investigation was made 
at the time by a committee of tho trusteés, 
whose report favored the management. A 
New York newspaper unearthed Banta’s 
charges, which were first published in thig 
city last summer. After their publication 
Banta renewed his old charges, and added new 


ones. 


The trustees -of the company finally asked 
for an official examination, which has just 
been concluded by the deputy superintendent 
of insurance, Michael Shannon, Although 
the New York Life Insurance Company is 
thoroughly solvent, its surplus shows a shrink- 
age of three or four millions. No charge 
insolvency has been made at any time, how- 
ever, relating wholly to the practices and 
methods of the officers. 
What Mr. Pierce Says. 

Introductory of the text preceding Shan- 
non’s report, Superintendent James F. Pierce 
says that “‘a state of affairs exists in the com- 
pany’s agency management calling for the 
severest criticism and condemnation, and 
which, if continued, must prove ruinous to the 
company.” He refers especially to the heavy 
indebtedness of agents, accounts of the Span- 
ish-American department being overdrawn 
$590,000, L.G. VanUxem & Co.’s accounis 
$570,000 and 8S. Dinklespiel $348,000, being 
upward of $1,500,000 by these three agents 
alone. Superintendent Pierce says the man- 


agement has been guilty of gross neglect of 


their duties. 

The charges of illegal payments to the 
trustees for the purchase of securities, of heavy 
losses on Holbrook hall, Plaza hotel and other 
investments appear to be sustsined. The 
superintendent adds that the remedy for the 
abuses named must be found in ‘“‘the orderly 
we appropziate processes. provi 
aws. 


VICTIMS OF THE ROPE. 


Hangings Which Took Place Throughout 
the Country Yesterday. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 22.—[Special.J]— 
Lucius Dotson was hanged today for the mur- 
der of Jeff Coates. His neck was broken by 
the fall of the trap. The hanging was in pri- 
vate, and attracted but slight interest. The 
body was sent to Augusta for interment. 

The Double Trapeze. 

DANVILLE, Va., January 22.—Jim Lyles 
and Margaret Lashley, colored, were hanged 
today for the murder of George Lashley, the 
woman’s husband, in October, 1890. 

At 11 o’clock they were led to the scaffold, 
and afterjprayer by colored preachers,and songs 
in which the condemned joined, the drop fell 
promptly at 11:32 o’clock. Lyles confessed 
and declared that he alone was responsible for 
the crime. The woman has always protested 
her innocence, and died declaring that she had 
no hand in the murder of her husband. 

Another Woman Hanged. 

Dautxuas, N. C., January 22.—[Special,]— 
Caroline Ship, condemned to ba executed for 
infanticide, was taken from jail at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon and led to the gallows. She 
displayed great coolness, and stood quietly 
while the rope was being tixed about her neck. 
She talked eight minutes, reatlirming her in- 
nocence, and declaring that a man named 
Mack Farrar committed the crime. The drop 
fell at 1:15 o’ciock, and death resulted in 
twenty minutes by strangulation. 

A Hanging in Alabama. 

Mosrxek, Ala., January 22.—Robert Carter, 
a negro, was hanged in the jail at Camdem, Wil- 
cox county, today, for the murder..of his 
wife last June. Carter confessed his crime on 
the gallows. The murder was a most brutal 
one. Carter followed his wife into the woods 
from the field where both were working and 
beat her to death, crushing almost every bone 
in her body.

A DAY OF FIRE. 


The Razing of Erskine College in South 
Carolina. 


THE NATIONAL INSTITUTE CALAMITY, 


Horrible Scenes Witnessed During 
the Conflagration. 


MANY PATIENTS BURNED TO DEATH, 


The Fire Record in Other Parts of the 
Country—A General Working Day 
for Firemen. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., January 22.—Erskine 
college, located at Due West, Abbeville 
county, South Carolina, was burned this 
morning, only a few benches, desks and black- 
boards being saved from the wreck. The 
library, containing over two thousand valuable 
volumes belonging to the theological seminary 
of the Associate Reformed Presbyterian 
church, was destroyed, together with the col- 
lege library and furniture. The loss isover 
twenty-five thousand dollars, and no insur- 
ance. ‘The halls of the literary societies, the 
exhibition hall and chapel, three separate 
buildings on the college campus, were not in- 
jured, and the exercises of the college will be 
resumed without delay. 

Erskine college celebrated its semi-centen- 
nial two years ago, and is one of the oldest and 
best schools in the south. It is under the con- 
trol,of the Associate Presbyterian Reform 
ebhurch. The origin of the fire is unknown. 


HELPLESS IN THE FLAMES, 


Horrible Scenes at the Burning of the 
National Surgical Institute. 

INDIANAPOLIS, . January 22.—One of the 
most appalling tires in the history of Indianap- 
olis occurred last night. The National Surgi- 
cal Institute was burned tothe ground. The 
fire started at midnight in the office building. 
Above the offices were the wards for babies 
and their mothers, known as the A B C departy 
ment. Smoke was discovered before midnight 
issuing from the advertising room of the 
building, which immediately adjoins the oper- 
ating room, back of the office. The origin is 
claimed to have been from spontaneous com- 
bustion of chemicals which had been placed in 
the room. Circulars and papers about the 
room were soon ablaze, and in fifteen minutes 
the whole lower tloor wasenveloped in flames. 

Taking Out the Unfortunates. 

Attendants quickly awakened all he pa 
tients and pandemonium reigned, Shrieks for 
help went up, and the inmates realized their 
terrible situation, and the stoutest hearts were 
appalled. 

The police and firemen and attendants all 
worked diligently and with perfect accord, and 


any patients were taken from the upper floors 


by means ot ladders and carried to a place of 
safety by them. 

No attempt was made to save anything but 
life. The patients; both male and female, 
themselves under ordinary circumstances un- 
able to barely get about, assisted nobly in the 
work of rescue. 

Crawling for Life. 

The balls and stairways, before the fire had 
communicated to the main building, furnished 
a wierd sight. The inmates, wrapped in bed 
clothing, crawled and helped themselves along 
from one floor and one landing to the other. 

Many touching scenes occurred, such as 
friends stopping to assist others more unfortu- 
nate. Citizens turned in to help in the work 
of rescue. Cots were rudely constructed from 
mattresses, and  strong-armed policemen 
picked up the unfortunate ones and carried 
them across the street to the new annex, but 
recently purchased by Doctors Allen & Wil- 
son. An immense crowd gathered about, and 
great anxiety was felt, for it seemed improb- 
able that everybody could have gotten out of 
the burning tnass alive, and their fears were 
justifiea by the events. 

Babes Thrown from Windows. 

Two women jumped from windows. One 
of these was badly injured, but another, who 
was caught by a man standing in the crowd 
below, escaped serious injury. 

Two others threw out their babies, which 
were caught and saved by thé firemen. 

One or two men jumped from the roof and 
were badly hurt. Many of the rescued peopie 
were taken to the nearest shelter, two large 
restaurants. Soon there were five or six hun- 
dred inmates, among whom the scenes were 
indescribably pitiful. 

A majority of the patients in the hospital 
were children under treatment for deformities 
or disease, which rendered them helpless. A 
very large number had been more or less 
burned in addition to their former misfortunes 
and had become separated from their mothers 
or nurses. Among these occurred the most 
pitiful and touching scenes. 

Taken to Restaurants. 

Griffith’s restaurant held the greatest num- 
ber of the sufferers, hardly possible to tell how 
many,owing to the contusion in a place totally 
unadapted to the use to which it was put in 
the emergency, but three or four hundred 
Seventy or eighty more found shelter in the 
Weddell house restaurant. 

Nineteen bodies so far have been taken from 
the ruins. 

Some Deeds of Heroism. 

A woman appeared at one of the upper win- 
dows surrounded by the flames with a baby in 
herarms. Realizing that there was no escape 
for her she threw her child out of the window 
and fell back into the fire and died. A fire- 
man named O’ Brien saw the mother’s act and 
caught the child in bis arms entirely un- 
harmed. = 

Fireman John Lovicks was descending a 
ladder with a rescued child in his arms when 
his foot slipped and he fell, and his leg catch- 
ing in the rounds of the ladder, was broken. He 
clung to the ladder and the child alsoand both 
were saved by other firemen. 

Fireman Sim Hoyle found two helpless 
women in a room in an upper story and 
brought them both down the ladder, holding 
one by her night clothes with his teeth and 
the other with .one arm. Hoyle’s arm was 
badly burned. 

Many other cases of heroism are recorded. 
One of the rescued, a cripple, describes how 
he lay helpless on the floor of his room, crying 
aloud, when the door was burst open and a big 
colored man picked him up and carried him 
throngh a burning hallway toa place of safety

Edgefield’s Forty-Thousand-Dollar Fire. 


EDGEFIELD, 8, C., January 22.—[Special. ]— 
This place was visited by a forty-thousand- 
dollar fire at midnight last night. Nine build- 
ings were burned, including The Edgefield 
Advertiser, Anderson’s hotel, Whittaker’s 
hotel, G. W. Campbell’s general store, Dr. W. 
E. Jemmey’s office, Lowe’s general store, H. 
Kerksey’s bar, W. C. Jacksonand W.C. Hoff- 
man’s general store, Cavar & Paul’s bar, Tomp- 
kins & Devore’s law oflice. The fire started 
in a negro restaurantin the basement of The 
Advertiser building. The origin is unknown. 
The young men of the town were dancing a 
german when the fire broke out. They joined 
the bucket brigade and fought the flames in 
full dress snits. The whole lossis only covered 
by $8,000 of insurance.

IN FAVOR OF JACKSON, 


Bat It Still Leaves Him Indebted to the 
Marietta and North Georgia. 

Avausta, Ga, January 22.—([Special.}— 
A new development turned up today in the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad case, be- 
tween George R. Eager, of Marietta, and 
James U. Jackson, of Augusta. The whole 
matter, was referred. by Judge Roney in. 
superior court about six months ago, to Mr, 
Salem Dutcher, who was appointed auditor. 
After hearing the evidence, Mr. Dutcher filed 
his report with Judge Roney today. The re- 
port shows that the suit was brought by the 
North Georgia Improvement Company against 
James U. Jackson for $52,000 in round num- 
‘bers, upon an account in Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad bonds. Mr. 
Jackson received $314,000 of bonds, and re- 
turned to the company $169,000 of bonds. He 
accounted for the remainder up to a 
balance of $52,000. The company claimed 
that Mr. Jackson owed that much. Mr. 
Jackson claimed that he was entitled to credits 
aggregating $60,000, and instead of his owing 
the company anything, the company owed him 
$7,000, Auditor Dutcher’s report finds credits 
in Mr. Jackson’s favor to tbe amount of $16,- 
000, which makes the amount Mr. Jackson 
owes the company $36,000, out of $52,000 of 
the company’s bonds which he holds. The 
whole difficulty arose over the construction of 
a contract about the sale of bonds which, Mr. 
Jackson says, would entitle him to the amount 
he claimed. The company claimed that the 
contract would show that Jackson owed the 
entire $52,000. Each party has a right to file 
exceptions to the report.

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FIVE IN JAIL 


Charged with Connection with the Horri- 
ble Barrett Tragedy. 


AN EXCITING DAY AT — GRIFFIN.

Mr. Will Nunnally One of Those Arrested, 
He Protests His Innocence—The 
Story Kendall Tells. 


“There were sensational developments yes- 
terday in the now celebrated Barrett double 


murder case. 

Five persons were arrested for alleged com- 
plicity in the crime, and one of these was 
Mr. Will Nunnally, the grandson of Dr 
and Mrs. Barrett. 

The other four were negroes. 

Naturally, therefore, the greatest interest 
centered in the arrest of Nunnally—it was, 
in fact,the great sensation in the case. 

Mr. Nunnaily was brought to Atlanta 
last night, and is now in Fulton county 
jail. He was seen there last night and 
trongly protested his innocence of any con- 
nection with the horrible crime. 


The Arrests at Griffin. 
A CONSTITUTION REPRESENTATIVE TELLS OF 
THE DAY AND ITS DEVELOPMENTS. 

Gri¥FFix, Ga. January 22.—[Special.J— 
The veil of mystery which has hung over the 
brutal murder may soonclear away, and the 
human fiends who took the lives of this aged 
couple may be brought to justice. Today has 
been one of revelation. Five arrests have 
been made, and two of the prisoners ar- 
rested confess that they are connected with 
the crime. But they are negroes, and their 
acknowledgement might have been influ- 
enced by fear. Those arrested are Mr. Will 
Nunnally, Jerry Ho!t, Felix Weston, Curran 
Barrett and Sam Kendail. The latter, it will 
be remembered, is the negro whom Jerry 
Holt claimed to have seen near the Barrett 
homestead on the eve of the murder. 

Will Nunnally is the grandson of the mur- 
dered couple and lived with them at the time 
of the murder. The other three are negroes 
who live near the Barrett home and were wit- 
nesses at the coroner’s inquest. 

A curious thread of circumstance led to this 
wholesale arrest. An account of the arrest of 
Sam Kendall, who, according to Jerry Holt’s 
testimony, had been loating about Creswell on 
the Sunday afternoon before the murder, was 
given in today’s ConsTiruTion. He was ar- 
rested by Mr. J. T. Davis,jof East Point, who 
turned him over to Marshal McConnell, and 
as soon as arrested was brought to 
Griffin. Marshal McConnell’ reached hera 
with his prisoner about 9 o’clock last night. 


Kendall is about forty-five years old, and has 
been employed by the Atlanta Consolidated | 


Street Railway Company. On the train be- 


tween East Point and Griftin he told Marshal | 


McConnell that he was not guilty, but knew 
something of the murder. On being further 
questioned he unfolded his story, and if-he 
concocted as he told it, he did so very in- 
geniously. 

“‘T was at Creswell,’’ said he, ‘‘the Sundav 
afternoon before Dr. and Mrs. Barrett were 
killed. I met Jerry Holtin the railroad cut 
near Dr. Barrett’s just after dark. He was 
carrying something on his shoulder like a 
heavy slab and came down the side of the cut 
from towards Dr. Barrett’s. I stopped and 
talked with him, and asked him who it was 
screaming just before that. Just at this time 
another man came up; he offered me $50 not 
to tell anything.”’ 

The latter part of Kendall’s statement was 
more explicit than this. He told the officers 
who the man was who offered him the $50, 
but so far the officers refuse to tell anything 
‘ except what is given above. 

Upon his arrival here Marshal McConnell 
carried his prisoner to the Spalding county 
jail and tftrned him overto Sheriff Patrick. 
He told him what Kendall had said, and 
Deputy Sheriff Gary Cunningham was called 
in. A few minutes later a double-seated buggy 
drove away from Griggs’s stables containing 
the three gallant  oflicers. It went 
in the direction of Creswell, and 
very few people about Griflin knew 
anything of their trip. Over eight long miles 
of muddy road they drove, and the village of 
Creswell, nestling! among the pines, was 
reached. The solitude of death brooded over 
the little station, and the Barrett home was 
dark and gloomy. 

They passed it by and went to Jerry Holt’s 
cabin not far away. He was called out and 
placed under arrest and, very much scared, 
protested innocence at first. Finally he said 
. that he did know something. He said he had 
seen Will Nunnally burn his bloody clothes; 
and Wili Nunnally had searched his clothing 
for blood on the night of the murder. He re- 
fused to go into details and maintained a stub- 
born silence. 

The next place the officers went was to Mr. 
Kendall’s, where Mr. Nunnally was stopping, 
They viaced him under .arrest, and he sab- 
mitted without protest. Felix Weston was 
next arrested; and with the three prisoners 
the three officers started to Griffin. 

They reached here at 7 o’clock this morning 
and went to jail at once with their prisoners. 
The officers said nothing, the prisoners said 
nothing. They were locked up and everybody 
were refused admittance. 

Quickly the news spread over Griffin and 
many were the comments made. ‘I told you 
so’’ was heard frequently. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed and all kinds of talk was 
indulged in. The neighbors of Dr. Barrett 
came in from Creswell in large numbers. 
Over one hundred were in Grifiin, and they dis- 
cussed the arrests in knots on street corners. 
They were indignant, very much so, and if 
conclusive evidence could have been fastened 
on any one, that one would have fared badly 
at the hands of those men who knew and 
loved Dr. Barrett and his wife. Rumors of an

to a reliable source. All day a guard was 
maintained at the jail. No one was allowed 
near it, and Sheriff Patrick nor Deputy Cun- 
ningham would talk to aryone. Manshal 
McConnell remained in consultation with 
them all day, but no one was admitted to their 
confidence, 

Just a few minutes before 6 o'clock, Sheriff 
Patrick and Marshal McConnell walked down 
to the Central depot. Between them was 
Will. Nunnally. Three minutes after their 
arrivalthe Central train going to Atlanta 
pulled up. Marshal McConnell and Mr. Nun- 
nally boarded itand sped away towards At- 
lanta. Notthree people in Griflin knew of 
this move, and Sheriff Patrick said nothing 
regarding it. 

About 7 o’clock Sheriff Patrick and his 
deputy left for Creswell again. At midnight 
they have not returned, but when they do, 
two other men will be under arrest, charged 
with complicity in the murder of Dr. Barrett. 
They are two young white men who spent the 
Sunday of the murder at Dr. Barrett’s, playing 
cards with Will Nunnally. They are well 
known in Griffin, and all that Sheriff Patrick 
will say is that they are implicated in some 
way with the murder. 

The excitement and indignation over the 
horrible murder has been revived in Griffin 
and Creswell by the arrests made today. 
Sheriff Patrick knows more than he will tell, 
itis believed. No one is willing to believe 
that he would have arrested Nunnally upon 
the mere statement of a vagabond negro. He 
said tonight that he could not tell until all the 
parties have been arrested. 

A preliminary hearing mav be had today, 
and the prisoners be allowed a chance to prove 
their innocence. It is believed that Will 
Nunnally will waive examination, as 
the Spalding county grand jury meets next 
week. All kinds of theories are advanced 
connecting Nunnally with the crime. One 
fixes the alleged motive of the crime to 
be personal gain. It is said that 
Nunnally wanted to sell the home -where the 
grandparents lived in order to raise a sufficient 
sum of money to make an investment in the 
alliance cotton seed mill. Another story is 
that he quarrelled with his grandmother be- 
cause she protested against his playing cards 
inher home on Sunday. Anything can be 
heard on the streets, reliable and unreliable. 
The general opinion is that the guilty ones are 
among those in the jail, but it is a hard matter 
to tell who they are. Tomorrow may develop 
something definite. Again it may leave this 
bloody tragedy deeper covered in mystery than 
it has ever been.

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Mr. Nunoally Talks, 
HE STRONGLY PROTESTS HIS INNOCENCE OF 
ANY CONNECTION WITH THE CRIME, 

Will Nunnaly was seen by a CONSTITUTION 
reporter in his cell in the Fulton county jail 
jast night. He was found walking up and 
down his cell nervously, with his eyes resting 
continually on the floor and his bands behind 
his body. He is occupying a cell with Heflin, 
the alleged perjurer, and Larender, a United 
States prisoner charged with mail robbing. 

Nannally was asked what he had to say 
about his arrest and connection with the mur- 
der of his grandfather and mother, and re- 
plied: 

“I don’t know whattosay. I don’t know 
what evidence I was arrested on, or where it 
came from. It has all been kept quiet and 
dark from me. I ‘thought the affair had all 
blown over so far as I was concerned. I had 
ceased to feel anxious about the suspicion that 
first rested on me.”’ 

‘Where have you been spending your time 
since the tragedy, Mr. Nunnally?” 

**Principaily in Griftin and Creswell. I 
spent one day inSenoia. You see, I must have 
been suspicioned all the time, and that’s the 
reason no one would discuss the matter with 
me. I did not Know this at the time, how- 
ever, and thought that it was through consid- 
eration for my feelings while in trouble that 
the subject was never brought up. Why, 
I have never been consulted on the 
matter at all. These officers have been 
working on the case without my knowledge, 
or even consulting me atall. I can’t say ex- 
etly that Idid not know jfhat the case was 
being worked on by detectives, for I knew 
that iny brother was making an effort to ascer- 
tain the guilty parties, but I knew nothing 
about their plans or suspicions.’’ 

‘Your arrest was a surprise to you, then ?”’ 

‘Yes, indeed. I was atimy father-in-law’s 
at the time, and I was dumbfounded when 
the officers told me I wasa prisoner.’”’ Then 
he added, “‘lam innocent of the murder of 
my grandfather and grandmother.” 

“Did you know anything about it, or have 
any knowledge of it, before or at the time? 
was asked.”’ 

‘‘No, I did not, I was not there. I left home 
on a visit at 5:30 o’clock in the afternoon and 
did not return until 8:30 at night.” 

‘*'Well, have you any reason to suspect Ken- 


‘dall, or any of the other parties that have been 


arrested, as being connected with the murder?” 

‘No, I haven't. They may be, but I have 
no reason to suspect them.”’ 

‘‘Whom do you suspect ?’’ 

‘No one in particular. The fact is, I have 
not investigated the case at all. My brother 
and the detectives have been attending to the 
search for the guilty parties.” 

‘Do you think you will be able to establish 
your innocence at the trial ?’’ 

“Oh, yes; thereis no doubt of that, but I 
don’t want to-talk about that, and my brother 
and my attorneys, Stewart & Daniel, are at- 
tending toallthat. AIlI know is that I am 
here and what I am charged with, and that 1s 
all. If yon want to know anything else go to 
my brother or my attorneys.”’ 

“Did you want to leave Griffin and come 
here *”’ 

‘Yes, I had rather bein jail here than in

& negro superintendent of the hospital, news of 
which was first published in today’s ConsTITU-

self, said he was willing to allow the college to 
surrender charge of the hospital, and he be- 
lieved the city could itself run it more effectu- 
aily as a charitable institution.

If thatis done, the coliege would be in a 
bad fix sure enough, for then the students 
would have no hospital clinics at all, unless 
the college should open a hospital of its own. 
Dr. Geddings, dean of the faculty, says the 
college will not give up the $1,000 to the city 
which Mayor Alexander refers to. A bitter 
fight is now on between the city and the col- 
lege, and the countil will have the next 
say.

The Attacks on Senator Hill. 

There seems to be quite a community of 
feeling, so to speak, between certain so- 
called democratic papers in the south and 
rampant republican papers at the north, 
and the spectacle is both touching and sug- 
gestive. In one we find the following para- 
graph: 

We doubt that there ever wasa public man of 
any political party in the United States who has 
made so great a reputation by waiting on shilty 
schemes and insincere professions as Senator Hill 

This is copied by another paper, with this 
comment: 

This is strong language from a democratic 
paper, but it is not strong enough. “Shifty 
schemes and insincere professions’”’ do not fully 
picture Dave Hill. Many men are now serving 
terms in the penitentiaries for crimes similar to 
those of Senator Hill. 

There is a definite republican twang about 
both these paragraphs. Both are attacks on 
a democrat who has accomplished. more for 
the democratic party along the lines of suc- 
cess than any other man of this generation— 
a democrat who has the courage and energy 
of Andrew Jackson, who has more political 
skill than Samuel J. Tilden possessed, and 
who has already accomplished work of a 
character that will be felt in the democratic 
party for a generation to come, 

One of the paragraphs which we quote is 
from The Charleston News and Courier, the 
other is from The Chicago Inter-Ovcean. 
The reader can take his choice. The fact 
that both these papers heartily agree in 
their ideas about Senator Hill is suggestive. 
The Inter-Ocean is a rampant republican 
organ, a hater of the south and an advocate 
of force bill legislation. It stands squarely 
on the republican platform. It is for pro- 
tection, and is in favor of the continued de- 
monetization of silver. The Charleston 
News and Courier pretends to be for tariff 
reform, but it wants to extend the benefits 
of protection to certain South Carolina pro- 
ducis, anj it stands squarely on the repub- 
lican financial platform. It will thus be 
observed that the spirit which prompts 
abuse of Senator Hill is, in the very nature 
of things, essentially undemocratic. 

We have-never been able to discover what 
so-called democratic papers at the south 
hope to accomplish by their endorsement of 
republican misrepresentation and abuse of 
Senator Hill. They certainly cannot hope 
to deceive the people. Just as certainly 
they cannot hope to help Mr. Cleveland, for 
Mr. Cleveland has nothing whatever to gain 
from so-called democratic endorsement of 
republican slanders of prominent democrats. 

One of the results of this reproduction 
and” endorsement of republican attacks on 
Mr. Hill has been to call attention to his 
public character and career, and, thereby, to 
increase his popularity with the people, who 
dearly love a man of such coufage and re- 
sources as Hill has displayed. In New York 
state, where he is best known, the demo- 
crats are practically solid for him; in Ohio, 
two-thirds of the democratic members of the 
legislature have declared for him; in Missis- 
sippi, where he had no following a month 
ago, foity-two members of the legislature 
have declared for him. 

We think, after all, that Mr. Hill has no 
reason to complain of the result of the at- 
tacks that have been made on him. 


The Cotton Acreage Again. 

Tne CONSTITUTION has constantly ad- 
vised a reduction of the cotton acreage, and 
a great many other papers have followed 
suit, but we have observed that a few donot 
seem to realize the importance of this course. 
Some of them go so far as to ridicule all at- 
tempts to curtail the crop. In this connec- 
tion we have received the following com- 
munication: 

Epiror CONSTITUTION—Why does THE Con- 
STITUTION and otber leading newspapers continue 
80 persistently to urge a decrease of the cotton 
crop? If the farmers want to raise cotton, let 
them raise it, even if they have to sell it next 
year for5 cents. True, the farmers may not make 
anything on five-cent cotton, but low-priced cotton 
means inoney in the railroad’s treasury, for they 
get the same for hauling cotton that costs 5 cents 
as they do for cotton that costs 10 cents. It means 
money for the dealers in spot catton and futures; 
it means money for the bankers and warchouse- 
men, and it especially means money for the Eng- 
lish and yankee manufacturers, because even at 
the present price of six or sever cents for cotton 
they are making enormous profits. So, if the fellow 
wii plows and grubs from January to December 
will insist on increasing his crop and working all 
the year for nothing, in order that these other 
parties may make money, in heaven’s name let 
him doit. A certain percentage of mankind have 
to work for nothing and buard themselves any- 
how, and why not let the farmer do this thing? 
The farmers are grown men and supposed to have 
some Common sense, and if they think it is a 
sensibie thing to go on from year to year increas- 
ing their cotton crop, in order that others may 
get richer and they grow poorer, has anybody a 
right tointerfere? This is afree country. Give 
the farimers a chance, and encourage them to 
plant all they can this year, and let us have one 
year in which the fleecy staple will rule all the 
way through at 5 cents a pound. Stop all this 
racket about decreasing the acreage and making 

a smaller crop in order that the farmer may get 10 
cents a pound. 

If the tarmer prefers planting more and getting 

5 cents for a large crop than planting less and get- 
ting ten or twelve cents for it, let him doit. This 
is the day of the Farmers’ Alliance and the farin- 
ers are in the saddle, 80 give them a chance. 
COMMON SENSE. 


This communication has a sardoni¢ blunt- 
_ness that is heartless, but one has to be 
as heartless as our correspondent in order 
to state the case. He represents a class of 
selfish people who are willing for the rest of 
the world to go to destruction, if they can 
get as much as they want for themselves. 
Selfishness is about as short-sighted as it is 
wicked, for it invariably defeats itself. The 
man who could write such a communication 
as the above is capable of the heartlessness 
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of Nerd, who is sald to have played upon a 
musical instrament while Rome was burn- 
ing; but he is more aptly described by the 
passage of holy writ, which tells of a man 
who said to himself: ‘‘Saul, thou hast 
much goods laid up for many years. Eat, 
drink and be merry, for tomorrow we die.” 
But the Lord said unto him: ‘*Thou fool, 
this day shall thy soul be required of thee.”’ 
That is about the way it would result if the 
rest of the country were wicked enough to 
encourage the farmers to go on to bank- 
ruptcy in order that they might profit by the 
wreck, The agriculture of a country is the 
foundation of its prosperity. Put the farm- 
ers in a condition where they can go no 
farther and everybody else would be in dis- 
tress inside of twelve months. The railroads 
would not run, the bankers and warehouse- 
men and manufacturers would be as poor 
with their money as without it, for it would 
not buy food. What would it profit them 
then that they had made money the year 
before on five-cent cotton? They would be in 
the position of the man in the Bible when 
the Lord said unto him: ‘Thou fool, this 
day shall thy soul be required of thee,”’ 


A New Courthouse and Jail. 

The action of the grand jury yesterday, in 
appointing four commissioners, representing 
the city, toconfer with the county commis- 
sioners in regard to a new courthouse and a 
new jail for Fulton county, looks like busi- 
ness, 

Itisastepin the right direction. The 
jail has been presented time and again by 
successive grand juries as an unsafe, unsan- 
itary, inconvenient structure, altogether too 
small for the needs of the county, and be- 
yond the help of repairing and remodeling. 
The courthouse is even more inadequate. 
The officers and courts have economized 
space until they are all packed and jammed 
together, in each other’s way, and to the 
manifest congestion of public business, 

Clearly, the only thing to be done is to 
build a courthouse and a jail substantial and 
commodious enough to answer our needs for 
the present and the future. We have ex- 
hausted all make-shift arrangements. We 
have overcrowded the jail, and it has even 
been proposed to divide a courtroom which 
is now plainly too small for the bench and 
bar and the litigants. We must come to the 
inevitable, and the sooner we provide for 
our public necessities the better. 

Fulton county’s past experience in build- 
ing small and temporary structures should 
teach our people that it is true economy to 
take a long look ahead when we spend 
money for public buildings. We have al- 
ready outgrown several jails and two court- 
houses. The last courthouse is only about 
ten years old, but it had not been built five 
years before it was too small. 

Let us avoid such mistakes in the future. 
The commissioners appointed to represent 
the city are practical men of experience and 
fine judgment, and with the county com- 
missioners they will form a board whose 
action, it is safe to say, will be generally en- 
dorsed by our people. 

The new courthouse, especially, is a mat- 
ter requiring foresight and liberal judgment. 
Its site should be convenient to the business 
center, and the building itself should be on 
a large and permanent scale that will pre- 
clude future embarrassment and expense. 
We can afford to purchase a satisfactory 
site, and we can afford to erect a manifi- 
cent structure that will be in every way 
worthy of this populous and wealthy county, 

Fulton county is out of debt, and has 
$60,000 in its treasury. The county pays 
about one-ninth of the taxes of the state. 
In a few years its population will roll up to 
250,000, The business of our courts is rap- 
idly increasing, and new tribunals will have 
to be created. Then, the public offices with 
our swelling population will be all the time 
overwhelmed with additional business, 

The people of this growing and prosperous 
county cannot expect to pack their bench 
and bar, their officials, and other parties 
concerned, in little boxes, like so many sar- 
dines. The thing todo is v0 build for the 
future, and not have this necessity of hunt- 
ing new quarters forced upon us every eight 
or ten years. The county will be able to 
issue bonds.that can be easily disposed of in 
any money center, and _ the people will pay 
for these nééded improvements so gradually 
that they will not feel the expense. 

We are satisfied that the citizens of the 
county take this view of the matter, aad 
they will back the commission in any steps 
it may take in this direction. 


The Third Party Movement. 

Our Washington correspondent describes 
Jerry Simhpson as the leader of the third 
party advocates among the alliancemen, and 
this may be the impression he makes, but in 
his speech on the allotment of Indian lands 
in Oklahoma, it seems to us that he made 
some very sensible remarks. Mr. Simpson 
is a republican who deserted his party for 
good and substantial reasons, and it would, 
perhaps, be pushing expectation to its limits 
to suppose tliat he would at once turn his at- 
tention to cultivating a democratic disposi- 
tien; yet in his speech Mr. Simpson shows 
that he is not averse to democratic princi- 
ples, and, if words have any meaning for 
him, he announced that he would not permit 
his third party tendencies to stand in the 
way of democratic success, 

The press report of his speech is brief, but 
it is worth noting. ‘*Touching on the tar- 
iff,’ the report says, ‘the asserted that the 
protective tariff policy pursued by the -re- 
publican party, instead of bringing prosperity 
to the farmers, had brought disaster. [Ap- 
plause on the democratic side.] And they, 
the farmers, wanted to seek homes and be- 
giu life under a democratic administration, 
which, he hoped would repeal the McKinley 
bill and all kindred tariff laws, and bring 
prosperity tothe country.”’ 

Search for a third party in these utterances 
will be made in vain—although Mr. Simp- 
son may be the leader of the third party. 
We are of the opinion that those who are 
now advocating a third party, especially at 
the south, will have the wit to see the utter 
futility of such a movement, and how un- 
just it would be to the cause of the farmers 
should it succeed in endangering democratic 
success, An overwhelming majority of the 
farmers, we are convinced, perceive: that 
they can only attain the ends they are aim- 
ing at through the democratic party. The 
real friends of the farmers are those demo- 
cratie alliancemen who are working for 
democratic success—Livingston, Lawson, 
Winn, Moses, Everett and others who per- 
ceive that only through the democratic party 
can thealliance hope to secure the reforms 
for which they are fighting. 

A third party movement in the south at 
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republicanism. Such may not be the inten- 
tion of those who are arguing, in behalf of a 
third party, but it will be the ineyitable ef- 
fect. It is not possible for any southern 
democratic alliancemen to give a sound and 
substantial reason in favor of a third party. 
The farmers of the south constitute an over- 
whelming majority of the democratic party 
of this section, and are in a position to con- 
trol it absolutely, Those who understand 
the situation have lively hopes of democratic 
success this year, and when the party once 
gets in power, with a resolute and a capable 
democrat at the head of it, the work of 
tariff reform, financial. reform and all other 
needed reforms will go forward without de- 
lay or obstruction, 

But whatever cripples the democratic 
party—whatever places an obstacle in the 
way of its success—simply postpones and de- 
lays the success of the reforms which the 
alliance has at heart. The third party 
movement is not in the interest of the farm- 
ers. No movement is in their interest which 
threatens democratic success. 


A Danger Signal. 

The St. Louis Republic regards the talk 
of war with Chile as a plutocratic repub- 
lican scheme. 

Our contemporary argues that peace dur- 
ing the present generation would extinguish 
the civil war debt, reduce the civil war 
taxes, and under the workings of a natural 
law lead to the peaceful distribution of the 
immense fortunes which were built up by 
the war in the northeast; Now, the pluto- 
Crats are opposed to all this, and it is to 
their interest to have a war with Chile, in 
order to keep up war taxes and perpetuate 
a national debt which will give them a safe 
investment for their capital. ‘The Republic 
says: 

They and their puppets in office believe that a 
war would be popular. Perhaps it would. In 
theory here in America we believe in justice, lib- 
erty and the right which wrongs no man; but 
there is savagery enough under all this to make a 
great many things secretly popular that are 
openly condemned. Had the crank who threw the 
dynamite bomb at Russell Sage the other day 
killed that amiable plutocrat and survived him, 
he would have been hanged in short order, and 
everybody would have endorsed the hanging with 
effusiveness. But no tear would have been shed 
for Uncle Sage outside of his own family. His 
taking off would have been just as popular as the 
hanging of the dynamiter. There are some things 
our plutocratic friends do not understand, or, 
with their millions in the safe,ieposit vaults, 
with their palaces filled with all that luxury can 
afford, they would be very slow to raise the devil, 
which an eminent authority has said is in every 
man “at least as big as a woodchuck.”’ In hungry 
men when he is raised he is at least as big asa 
wolf, and that wolf the plutocrats will find at 
their doors unless they allow this country to live 
down the effects of the civil war. 

It is a part of the plutocratic programme 
to cause present problems and issues to be 
lost sight of in the smoke and flurry of their 
proposed war. The struggie with Chile 
would be so managed that the heat of it 
would come in the latter part of the presi- 
dential campaign. Our naval and land 
forces would not be concentrated until 
shortly before the election, so that tidings of 
glorious victories would make republican 
votes and keep the plutocrats in power. 

This is one side of it. But there is also 
another. The Republic thinks that if this 
scheme is carried out the masses will despair 
of peaceable reform, and the settlement be- 
tween the people and the plutocracy will be 
a bloody one, not between sections, but be- 
tween classes, as in the French revolution. 

Of course it will be said that this isa pessi- 
mistic and lurid forecast, but it must be ad- 
mitted that itis not altogether without a 
basis of fact. We believe that the chances 
are against a war with Chile, but it is un- 
doubtedly the policy of the plutocrats to 
maintain the debt and the taxes saddled 
upon us by the late civil war. Such an op- 
pressive system will not be submitted to 
much longer, and if the people cannot get 
rid of it by the adoption of some of the re- 
forms now advocated, they will seek other 
remedies, shorter, sharperand more decisive. 

It isin order to say this much without 
discussing The Republic’s proposition that 
‘‘the taking off of Sage would have been 
just as popular as that of the dynamniter.”’ 
No personal examples are needed to give 
point and interest toa plain statement of 
the situation when it so vitally concerns 
every citizen. Norshould we shut outa 
more hopeful view. Our intelligent mill- 
ions, with so many elements of prosperity 
awaiting the era of wise and just legislation 
to yield a harvest of results, bave it ip their 
power through the peaceful machinery of 
the ballot box to right their wrongs and re- 
establish the honest government of their 
fathers. Ballots wisely directed in an or- 
ganized and united movement of the masses 
are a greater power in this country than 
bayonets and Gatling guns, 

So far as a war with Chile is concerned, 
that must stand upon the final aspect of the 
question. When the honor and the _ inter- 
ests of the country make a foreign war nec- 
essary, the people will do their duty regard- 
less of partisan schemes. The partisans 


will be settled with later.

Business in the South. 
From The Philadelpbia Press. 

The southern states in 1891 furnished one- 
fourth of the failures in the entire country, or 
3,105 out of 12,273, and the same proportion of 
of liabilities, or $45,510,537 out of $189,- 
868,638. This is the largest proportion ever 
furnished by the south and far above its natu- 
ral share. 

In 1890 the south only furnished one-fifth of 
the failures in number and one-seventh in 
value. The returns of failures indicate that, 
as far as the south is concerned, last year was 
one of the most disastrous since 1878; and there 
is as yet no sign that the opening year will 
show an improvement. 

At the same time the enormous natural re 

sources of the south prove that a little hard 
work is all that is necessary to restore prosperity. 
Even last year the fourteen southern state- 
from Maryland to Texas, including Missouri, 
made an increase of $320,000,000 in their valu- 
ation of property for taxation—an advance of 
7 percent. Since 1880 these states have ad- 
vanced their taxed valuation $1,900,000,000. 
This sum is fully as large as the confederate 
war debt, whose wiping out caused terrible fi- 
nancial suffering in the south, little appre- 
ciated in the north. 
@ The south last year produced 1,900,000 tons 
of pig iron, a fifth of all producedin the coun- 
try and five-fold the product under the iast 
census. Its coal product was 23,000,000 tons, 
four or five-fold that of ten years ago. One- 
fourth of the corn in the country, or 568,000,- 
000 bushels, was grown in the south, a gain of 
117,000,000 bushels over 1890, and ample for all 
its food needs. Its foreign exports, in spite of 
the cheapest cotton ever sold, rose 10 per cent. 
in 1891 over 1890, advancing $28,000,000, * 

The south made a prodigious advance last 
year in everything but speculation. The col- 
lapse of a host of speculative projects caused 
a great increase of failures over the number in 
1890, and has dealt a paralyzing blow to credit. 

What the south needs is to raise more corn 
and less town-sites. Sell more land for small 
farms and less for building speculations. De- 
velop industry a little more and talk about 
‘resources, boundless resourcess, sir,’’ a little 
less. Dig more and dream less. Buy to hold 
and not toseil. Let towns grow because peo- 
ple gotothem, and not get people so as to 
make them grow. 

Lastly, a little sober justice, fair play, and 
equal rights forall citizens, be their color what 
it may, will make the south in fact what it is 
potentially—the richest part of this country. 
Nov land, no state, no section, can be unjust to 
any of its citizens and prosper. Injustice to 
man always brings economic disaster to prop- 
erty. Right brings profit.

The society was under 
a twenty-year contract with the city to hold 
the annua) state fair here, but at the meeting 
of the society last summer at Athens, the soci- 
ety decided not to hold the fair last fall, and it 
was not held. The society alleged as its reason 
for this action that the city had failed to pay 
certain c.aims that the society made against it. 
The city made a counter claim against the 
society. 
claims had been admitted and some denied, 
the difference between the two, in dollars and 
cents, was very small. 

It was the general impression last year that 
the soctety had simply used the alleged claim 
against the city as an excuse not to hold a fair, 
When the society,in August last,decided not to 
hold a fair, a local company was organized 
called the Macon, Georgia, Fair and Exposition 
Company, and in a few weeks’ time arranged 
all the details and held an attractive and very 
successful finanvia] exhibition. This organiza- 
tion is stillin existence,and will doubtless hold 
a fairnext year. Probably the agricultural so- 
ciety and the Macon company may ar- 
range to hold an exhibition conjointly. 


Suit By the City. 


When the agricultural society decided not to 
hold the state fair last fall the city of Macon 
resolved to sue the society for $20, 
for breach of contract in not holding the fair. 
This suit has never been entered. The visit of 
Messrs. Bradwell, Cary and Black today may 
determine whether suit will be made, and will 
have important yee on the question 
whether or not the state fair will be held next 
year. The final decision in regard to the fair 
will be made at the spring session of the so 
ciety which meets at Cuthbert on February 
10th. Itis generally thought that if all tinan- 
cial differences between the city and the so- 
ciety can be satisfactoriiy adjusted, the state 
fair will be held in Macon next fall. 


An Interesting Resolution. 


At the meeting of the society last summer 
at Athens, the following resolution was 
adopted: ' 

ereas, There existed between the premium 
committee of this society and the city council of 
Macon, certain differences touching the settle- 
ment of claims made by said committee upon the 
said city council, for money necessarily spent in 
holding state fairs at said city of Macon; and, 

Whereas, There may be a possible difference of 
interpretation or grammatical construction of the 
two copies of the contract now existing between 
this society and the city of Macon; and, 


Whereas, It is not the wish of the executive | 


committee to impugn the motiyes or doubt the 
wisdom of either the premium committee in mak- 
ing the said demands, or the city council in refus- 
ing to pay them, but earnestly working in the in- 
terest of harmony, and in pursuance of what we 
deem best, both for the Georgia State Agricultural 
Society and the city of Macon, it is, therefore, 

Resolved, Thatthis society withdraw all claims 
against said city of Macon, and ask the said city 
to agree to an immediate and absohite cancella- 
tion of said existing contract, without claim or 
recourse for damage to either party. . 

It will be seen by this resolution 
society wishes tocall all differences between 
the society and the city of Macon square and 
settled, and further wishes the ca iceUWation of 
the twenty years contract which requires the 
society to hold annual states fair at Macon.

Money Comes In. 


SEWING MACHINE AGENTS IN DEEP WATER 


It Is Better to Be Safe Than Sorry, and 
They Will Have to Ante Up Their 
Taxes—Mrs. Felton Resigns. 


Yesterday $65,000 of tax money went into 
the state treasury. 

It was a big enough haul for one day, to be 
sure, and when Captain Charley Furlow closed 
his big books at midnight to go from his tedi- 
ous desk, be did so with an audible sigh of 
relief and satisfaction. 

The state taxes have been coming in very 
slowly of late. So slowly, indeed, that Georgia 
showed up far behind in col- 
lections and final settlements with 
the various county tax collectors. 

Naturally, therefore, gladness reigned in the 
comptroller general’s office when such a snug 
sum as $63,000 should come in with one day’s 
mail and express, 

Final settlements were filed yesterday from 
Heard and Charltop counties. Charlton 
county is the one which contains the greater 
portion of the famous Okefenokee swamp, and 
for that reason does not return much tax. 

Towns county pays the state Jess tax money 
than any other, her total returns by levy being 
only $2,006, Often this county doesn’t pay 
enough tax to cover the school drafts for that 
county alone, though it paysit all with two 
or three hundred dollars over this year. 

The Sewing Machine Companies. 

There are some sewing machine agents in 
Georgia who will get into troubleyet. 

They seem to have forgotten that a Georgia 
law states plainly that no company shall do 
business anywhere in this state; neither shall 
they sell machines at places of business nor 
peddle them through the country in wagons, 
until the state tax has been paid. 

Not only is the company held responsible 
for seiling without paying taxes, but overy 
agent, peddiler or storekeeper selling that com- 
pany’s machines is accountable to law, and 
can be fined or imprisoned, or both, according 
to the famous 4310 of the code. 

Now, out of a number of sewing machine 
companies doing business in Georgia only one, 
the New Home .company, has paid this tax. 
There are dozens of peddlers selling machines 
in Georgia who would do well to remember 
that they are violating the law and defying 
4310 of the code. 

Mrs. Felton Resigns. 

Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Macon county, ap- 
pointed some time ago by Governor Northen 
as representative from the fifth district on the 
board of visitors to the Georgia Girls’ Normal 
and Industrial college, has resigned. 

She gives as her reason for declining to serve 
her inability todosoon account of sickness 
and death in the family. The governor re- 
ceived her resignation with great regret, for 
she is one of the most valuable members of the 
board.

HE PLEADS USURY. 


A Suit by Mr. L. M. Ward Against Mr. J. 
R. Tolleson. 


A rather unique and highly interesting suit 
was formally begun at the courthouse yester- 
day. 

It is the suit of L. McIntosh Ward 
against James R. Tolleson, and in his petition 
the plaintiff charges the defendant with charg- 
ing and collecting usurious interest. 

Both gentlemen are very well known here. 
Mr. Ward is secretary and treasurer of the 
Atlanta Real Estate Exchange; Mr. Tolleson 
is a broker who also lends money. 

In his petition Mr. Ward states that Mr, 
Tolleson claims to hold papers against him 
due and to fall due aggregat- 
ing $6,675. He alleges that he is 
no} lawfully indebted to Tolleson 
to an amount exceeding two thousand dollars, 
and says he wi:l be ready and willing to pay 
this in due course, 

He goes on to state that these claims against 
him are “largely usurious and without ccnsid- 
eration, and are based upon notes of the 
plaintiff regularly signed upon their face, yet 
that each of said notes was given upon & 
usurious contract, and is wholly without con- 
sideration.’’ : 

He specifies an instance of a loan for $500, 
for which he gave his note for $60) for three 
months. . This, he says, is paying interest at 
80 per cent per annum, and he says there were 
other instances of that kind, The pe 
tition further avers that in the aggre- 
gate amount claimed are several 
notes for which he has received 
no consideration whatever. He says he has 
deposited as collateral with Tolleson a certifi- 
cate for eighteen anda halfshares of the 
Elkin-Watson Drug Company stock worth 
$6,000; a note made by C. J. Visby for 
$1,267.50, due in 1893; a bond for title by 
which there has been paid on the amount of 
the purchase price the sum of $1,900. He 
saya the stock does not belong to him, but is 
his wife’s, and that the Yond for title is not 
marketable. Nevertheless, he alleges, Tolle- 
son threatens to dispose of the securities by 
forced sale unless the amounts aforesaid be 
paid, and this to the irreparable injury of the 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Ward therefore asks that a master be 
appointed ‘to make a statement of. account of 
whatever may be due from plaintiff to said 
Tolleson, with leave to apply to the court 
from time to time duting the progress of the 
accounting for such instructions as may be 
necessary,”” and that Tolleson be enjoined 
from disposing of the securities before the 
nnal determination of this action. 

Judge Clarke has fixed January 26th as the 
day for the hearing of the case. 

What Mr. Tolleson Says. 
Mr. Tolleson smiled when asked if he had 


anything to say to these charges. 
‘Not a thing,’’ he said. ‘Of course, the 


idea of my having charged $4,000 interest on 
$2,000 is perfectly preposterous. I have noth- 
ing whatever to say about the charges Mr. 
Ward sees fit .\o make, but am perfectly will- 
ing tohave my business rclations with him 
scrutinized.”

Maury’s Monument.

The eighty-sixth anniversary of the birth of 
Commodore Matthew Fontaine Maury, Janu- 
ary 14th, was made the occasion of a proposi- 
tion in the Virginia legislature for the erection 
of a monument to his memory. Mr. Letcher, 
of Rockbridge, introduced in the house a joint 
resolution for that purpose, which was adopted.

FALLS BEFORE A RAPIDLY MOVING DUMMY 


Andin an Instant His Leg Was Cut Off 
Above the Knee—A Horrible Acci- 
dent on Pryor Street. 


W. H. Hall, foreman of the Dixie Lum- 
ber Company, was run over by a dummy 
on Pryor street, last evening. 

He was so badly hurt that his death oc- 
cured at 11 o'clock last night. 

The accident happened shortly before 6 
o’clock. Dummy No. 8 had left the city 
in charge of Engineer W. B. McNew and 
his son, Fireman F. L. McNew. 

Just as it passes the junction of Trinity 
avenue there is a steep grade, and down 
this the rate of speed is higher than ordi- 
narily. The dummy had reached this point 
last evening, when the fireman noticed that 
some one was trying to board the front end of 
the engine. The man tried but a moment, for 
as soon as he placed his hands on the dummy 
he slipped and fell under it. : 

As quickly as possible the cars were stopped. 

The engineer and fireman quickly rushed to 
the injured man, ard found him lying across 
the track on the east side of the road bed. His 
leg was almost severed from his body just 
above the knee, and his head was badly cut 
and bruised by his fall on the stony street. 

The victim of tke accident proved to be W. 
H. Hall. 

As soon as possible he was extricated from 
his terrible position, and Dr. Gaston, in front 
of wliose home the man was lying, quickly re- 
sponded. 

Hall was given the best possible attention, 
and as soon as expedient was carried to the 
office of Dr. Westmoreland. His injuries were 
such that nothing could be done for him—not

even could his leg be amputated, as it was soon 


* seen that he would not recover from the oper- 


ation. 

His brain, too, was supposed to be injured, 
and Hall lay last night, his mind ;wandering 
until his death. 

For some time he has been in the employ of 
the Dixie Lumber Company, and bas recently 
served very efliciently as foreman of that con- 
cern.

TAKING THINGS EASY, 


People in the Interior of Cuba Lead an 
Arcadian Life. 


From The Detroit Free Press. 

Speaking of arecent trip to Cuba, Mr. Sigmund 
Rothschild, a big tobacco dealer, said yesterday: 

“Outside of the centerof Havana the people 
as arule go stark naked. Indeed, I took dinner 
with the mayor of a small interior town one 
day,and at the table were his eight children, 
all of whom were as. naked as the day they were 
born. The people eat but twice a day, 
the first meal being from 11 o'clock to 12 
o’clock and the last between6 and7 o’clock in 
the evening. Trains on the railroads never run at 
night. The longest road is 160 miles. The cars 
have no windows. In the first-class cars there 
are cane seats; in the second class, wooden seats. 
The first-class passage costs just twice as much 
as the second, but neithercar has any window. 
While riding into the interior one day, J] became 
hungry about 10 o’clock a.m. and asked the con- 
ductor, a8 we stopped ata station, if I could not 
get something to eat. 

“*Why, certainly,’ he said: ‘get off and get 
something, and I'll wait for you.’ 

‘*at the end of twenty minutes, having satisfied 
my hunger, 1 returned tothe car and asked the 
conductor if he was ahead of time, or why he had 
allowed me nearly half an hour in which to eat, 
He said he had no regular time table; all he had 
to do was to goup tothe endof the line one day 
and back the next. The arrival of the train a 
half hour earlier or later was a matterof no ac- 
count. 

“The government lottery is one great cause of 
the poverty of the people. A drawing is held every 
two weeks, and it seems as though the entire earn- 
ings cf the _— went into the thing. From the 
time one lands in Havana till the moment he 
Jeaves he is continually followed and importuned 
to buy lottery tickets. The sellers outnumber the 
newsboys, and like all peddlers they constantly 
sing their stock without a moment’s iet-up. The 
social eviliseverywhere glaringly public. The 
saloons, which contain nearly every form of in- 
toxicating drink yet invented, are wide open day 
and night, Sundays and all days; but it must be 
said totheir credit that the Cubans are a very 
moderate people. Ihave never seen one of them 
intoxicated.”

NEW YORK, January 22.—The weekly interior 
movement is 18,000 bales against 57,837 bales in 1891; 
plantation deliveries, 85,000 bales against 148,286 bales 
in 1891,. On the basis ofthe above figures we estimate 
the amount brought in sight this week at 120,000 bales 
against 193,000 bales in 1891 and 157,000 bales in 1890, 
For the last week in January the amount coming in- 
to sight was 233,000 bales in 1891 and 172,000 in 1890. It 
is noticeable that these figures show an increase over 
the preceding week, while even with increasing tem- 
perature throughout the south the indications do not 
favor any increase in the movement next week. At 
the present ratio of decrease the existing excess of the 
crop in sight will hate entirely disappeared before the 
Ist of March. Last year the movement after that date 
exceeded that of 1890 by 651,000 bales. Should it this 
year be about equal the figures of 1890 the indicated 
crop would equal 8,000,060 baies. The markets today 
show that the cotton world is gradually coming to an 
appreciation of the fact that perhaps the crop may 
have been overestimated. Manchester reports market 
for yarns as firm, while cloths are steady. In our own 
market the record of the day up to 1 o’clock shows a 
net advance of 10 points as compared with last even- 
ing. Opening figures were about 8 points higher 
and the trading failed to elicit any pronounced in- 
terest anduntil phenomenally lightreceipts commenced 
to force the nervous bears into coverings. Naturally, 
in view of such a position sellers were few, and those 
who wanted cotton have had to pay for it. While we 
believe that the light receipts fully sustain the idea 
that the crop is not likely to exceed 8,000,000 bales it is 
unquestionably true that to some extent the bad 
weather has during the last few days checked the 
movement, and to that extent free deliveries may 
naturally be expected as soon as higher temperature 
may prevailin the south. As we have now had an ad- 
vance of over cent from the lowest figures touched, 
a reaction may reasonably be expected, although 
such expectations need not in any degree diminish con- 
fidence in the ultimate strength of the market.

Here, under the impetus of buying 
for local account, the first quotations were at an ad- 
vance of 4@5 points over last night. During the day 
there was continual buying, as we think, to cover the 
sales made by room traders. In addition, the south 
has bought a reasonable quantity, Europe apparently 
taking little interest in the market owing to the condi- 
tion of affairs on their side. The tone at timas was re- 
markably good, and at the top prices large lines were 
traded in. There has naturally been a very liberal 
amount of realizing on the part of those who acquired 
cotton at the lower figures, many influenced by a num- 
ber of messages received here both from the Atlantic 
and gulf states that the movement was unquestionably 
affected by the weather, and that with a change we 
should doubtiess see heavier receipts next week. To- 
ward the last call business became very slack, and it 


found the opportunity a good one and proceeded to 
hammer the market down, in which they were to some 
extent successful, catching quite a number of stop or- 
ders on the decline.

Pistols, sticks and fists were the 
weapons, and all but the former were used 

rously. 

Itstarted just after the dummy passed the 
junction of Fair street. The conductor, Ster- 
ling G. Jordan, came into the car collecting 
fares. Seated together on two opposite seats 
were four men: E. C. Smith, the yard master 
ofthe Atlanta and Florida; R. W. Brennan 
and Bob Smith, condactors on the East Ten- 
posses, and C. W. Center, an engineer on the 
Georgia Pacific. 

Bob Smith tendered the conductor a ten- 
Jollar bill. Jordan couldn't change it, and 
Smith, who was paying for the four, replied 
thatthey -had noother money, and that he 
would pay him when he rode again. 

The conductor passed on, and going to the 
rear of the car, told his brother, Jim Jordan, 
who was a passenger, that the railroad men 
were trying to ‘‘beat’’ him. 

The remark was overheard by a gentleman 
near by, who drew from his pocket the change 
needed. The conductor took it and, returning 
to the group, collected the fare. 

Asthe money passed hands, Jordan turned 
to one of the men and said: 

“What did you mean by calling me a scab? 
Whoever did so is a ——.”’ ; 

Immediately E. C. Smith jumped up and in 
an instant a quarrel began. Jim Jordan 
came quickly to his brother’s assistance and in 
another moment was fighting desperately with 
Smith. Bob Smith held a stick in his hand, 
but he, with others, stood by and saw the 
scuffie. 

When the car reached Georgia avenue the 
men were separated by a passenger named 
Ray, and for a minute peace was restored. 

Inthe meanwhile the ladies aboard were 
terrified, and as soon as the dummy stopped 
they quickly left it. As soon as the car started 
onagain the tight was renewed. Other pas- 
sengers, ladies among them, had gotten on and 
they witnessed it all. 

It was a continuation of the fisticuff between 
E.C. Smith and Jim Jordan. They went at 
each other in pugilistic fashion, the railroad 
friends of Smith, according to Jordan's state- 
ments, assisting him. 

Sterling Jordan was standing on the plat- 
form, and he made an effortto get inside to 
reciprocate the help his brother had extended 
him. He grabbed his pistol and started to 
rush in, when Center quickly stopped the 
conductor and prevented his getting in. 

He would evidently have shot, however, 
but he feared hitting his brother, and leaped 
tothe ground. Center feared that he would 
shoot through the windows, and hastily caught 
him. The conductor then desisted, and just 
asthe dummy reached Buena Vista avenue 
the fight was stopped. 

E.C. Smith and Jim Jordan were badly 
bruised, but Smith suffered the worse. The 
first joint of his little finger was bitten off, and 
today a warrant will be sworn out against 
Jordan for mayhem. : 

All the men were arrested by Officers Wooten 


--and Kilpatrick, and brought to the station 
' house. The case was called yesterday after- 
' nood before Judge Calloun, and he dismissed 
_ the cases of disorderly conduct against all the 
» defendants except E. C. Smith. 


That was continued until this afternoon. 
Another Fight Through the Strike. 
A tri-cornered fight waged yesterday in

Just who hit the first blow could not be told, 
but Dumas was soon fighting both men. He 
struck them with a pairof brass knucks, in- 
flicting bad scalp wounds. He, himself, was 
struck on the head and badly cut and bruised. 
Dumas tried to get away, but Reagan and 
Wiggins held to him, and the fight waged in 
all its intensity. 

The participants were finally separated and 
taken to the stationhouse. It was a most 
lively encounter. Yesterday afternoon Judge 
Calhoun fined Reagan and Wiggins »$10 and 
costs each, and (lismissed the case against 
Dumas.

A LAWYER’S BLOWS. 


He Resents an Insult in the Police Court 
Yesterday, 


AND BADLY PURNISHES A STRIKER. 


Judge Calhoun Fines Mr. Arnold Broyles 
for Contempt of Court—An Exciting 
Scene. 


A lively and exciting fight occurred in 
the police court yesterday. | 

It was between a lawyer and a striker— 
the one representing the Consolidated, the 
other having just left it. 

Mr. Arnold Broyles and J. Wiggins were 
the participants, and the former’s fine 
physique and athletic skill told easily. 

He did about all the hitting that was 
done, in fact. 

Mr. Broyles was representing J. T. Dumas, 
a conductor, who had engaged in a fight 
with Wiggins and another striker, J. E. 
Reagan. 

Wiggins first stated that he had not seen 
Reagan in the encounter, and later declared 
to the contrary. 

The lawyer called his attention to this 
and easily cornered Wiggins in his own 
conflicting testimony. Wiggins angrily 
turned and said: 

“You’re as much of a liar yourself.”’ 

The attorney bit his lips and then called 
the court’s attention to the insult. A few 
minutes later Mr. Broyles was arguing the 
case and he again referred to Wiggins’s con- 
tradictory statements. 

“You're a liar,” came forth again very 
sharply. 

In an instant the lawyer advanced to Wig- 
gins, and before any one could fully realize 
what had happened, Mr. Broyles had struck a 
half dozen well directed and very vigorous 
blows at Wiggins’s face. 

He beat him back against the railing and 
was still punching him, when Uncle Jim 
Parrish and others interfered, and pulled Mr. 
Broyles from his antagonist. 

Wiggins fell to the floor, the blood stream- 
ing from his face, and he lay immovable. 
There was a big crowd in the courtroom and 
they quicklv gathered about the man. 

It was a decidedly exciting scene and a most 
disorderly courtroom, but soon order was re- 
stored. Wiggins was picked up, after he had 
lain for half a minute as though lifeless, badly 
bruised, and his wounds dressed. 

Mr. Arnold Broyles stood to one side, and a 
moment later Judge Caihoun fined both of 
them $10 and costs for contempt. 

Instantly Mr. Broyles arose to his feet. 

“Is aman to be called a liar twice and not 
resent it ?’’ he asked. 

‘Well, itisn’t that,”’ replied Judge Calhoun. 
‘Had it occurred outside on the street I sup- 
pose I wouldn’t have done anything, but here 
in the courtroom, it’s different. You were 
under the court’s protection, and I would have 
sent Wiggins to jail for a week,”’

That Will Prove to Be a Decidedly Er- 
roneous One. 


CHAS. WILLIAMS ARRESTED YESTERDAY. 


He Will Be Brought to Atlanta Charged 
with Contempt of Court—A Salesman 
for Mr. Henry Lewis.

Charles H. Williams, the well-known trav- 
eling salesmen, was arrested in St. Louis yes- 
terday. 

Today he will reach Atlanta in the custody 
of an ofticer. 

He is charged with larceny after trust. 

Williams has for the past four years been 
working for the Union mills and Warehouse, 
of Atlanta, of which Mr. Henry Lewis is pro- 
prietor. 

During that time he has been regarded as a 
very trustworthy, faithful man. His home is in 
Greenesboro, Ga., and he came here with the 
highest recommendations. 

In the latter part of December Williams 
collected some money for the firm amounting 
toabout one thousand dollars—the exact sum 
never having been ascertained—and was never 
geen again. 

Mr. Lewis put the case in the hands of 


Bailiff Ray, of Judge Pat Owens’s court, and | 


offered a substantial reward for Williams’s 
capture. A warrant was sworn out on De 
cember 31st, charging him with larceny after 
trust, and immediately the officer went to 
work. 

He traced Williams to Chicago, and then to 
Detroit, and day before yesterday ascertained 
that he was in St. Louis, stopping at the St. 
James hotel. Patrolman J. C. Carlisle was 
in the Mound City, where he went to get F. C. 
Allen, and’ he was telegraphed by Captain 
Connolly to arrest the drummer. 

Yesterday word was received by the chief 
that Williams had been caught by the local 
officers, and that he would come to Atlanta 
without a requisition.
